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LEGAL TENDER-THE BSUPREME
OOURT DEUIBION,

The recent opinion of the majority of the
Bupreme Conrt stands in direct hostility to
the uniform tenor of that great sories of nots
and moasures which weore required to de-
stroy the Rebellion. Singnlarly mmu'gh. it ia
the docision of an unfriendly conrt of n State
which stood oun the brink of disloyalty whioh
has been affirned, and in offed®the numerons
deoisions made in suppert of the aot through.-
out the North are reversed.

Although the nt Chief Justice, who
rendered the decision, was not the suthor of
the mensure which he now aids to destroy,
he yet, ns Seorotary of the Treasury, was the
strenuous advooate of its passage, withoul

whose powerful ration it could not have
becoms & law, r. Spsulding, who was
Obairman of the Committee of Ways and

Means of the House of Represeniatives, and
the author of the bill, expressed to Mr.
Soward the embarrasament he felt from the
want of support on the part of Mr. Chase, and
the latter, n},:.)er stating in a letter to Mr,
Bpaulding that he came to it reluctantly, de-
olared that he bhad done so firmly and
thoroughly, From an examination of
the Congressional reports for February,
1862, it will appear that il was owing
0 tho wurgency of Mr. Ohase, in the
form of letters, that the bill was suddenly
takon from the OCommiltes of Ways and
Means and ordered to a vote, after a two-
hours discussion. *““Itis very important,” he
wrote, ‘‘that the bill should go through
to-day, and through the Senate this week."”
The situation of the Treasury required this
extraordinary haste, The measuro became a
Iaw at his solicitation; he put it into imme-
diata exeoution, and uested, at a Inter
period, thas the amount of legal-tender issues
should be increased. It was through his
direct instrmmentality that issues were au-
thorized under five dollars; it was Mr, Chase
who did more than any other to flood the
country with them, ornamented with his own
eIH(p; and now, on a change of scene, he
dooides that what he then did under the
solemnity of his official onth was unconstitu-
$ional and void.

The grave ciroumstances of that exiraor-
dinary time ean scarcely be forgotten. The
Btate banks on the st of dlzaaomber, 1861,
bhad ve enerally suspen specie pay-
menu.t’!& a mceting of their prineipal
managers in New York, it was announced to
Mr. O , on the part of Mr. Gallatin, that
they could take no more of the bonds of the
United Btates; that they were only agents
for placing public loans, and that what they
had on hand could not be disposed of, as
thore were no takers either here or abroad.
The attitude of foreign countries at the time
was gonerally not of a friendly character, and
&he issue presented to our Government was
whethor, as the public funds were wholly
exhaustod and the associated banks
had declared their inability to furnish addi-
gional funds, we should resort to the policy.
of a foroed circulation or abandon the war.
The letters of Mr. Chase olen-:i show that
we had reached this point in the gle,
and it wonld appear from his present views
that at such a juncture Congress had no
other duty but snbmission. these views
had then prevailed the rebellion would have
been successful, probably to the extent of
imposing -ite own authorily over the entire
Union. X

The argument in favor of the constitu-
fionality of the Legaltender act lies, as it
were, in a nulshell, The power to conduct
war carries with it the right to employ all
necessary and proper means for achieving
pacoess, 'The Il)wl}\’:y of Great Britain in
making the bills of the Bauk of England in
offoct a legal-tender during the wars with
Napoleon was resorted to from dire necessity,
The precious metals were being exported to
the continent*partly through the instrnmen-
ftality of emissaries of Napoleon, and that
proud and opulent nation was compelled to
sot the example which we followed. It may
bo mssumed that no nation which has per-
mitted an extensive resort to paper money
during peace ean conduct a war of great mag-
nitudf on the basis of the prac‘iogt:ﬁ metals,
Buch had been our sjtuation as to preceding
issues of paper; and inasmuch as the war
power reaches to the height of the emer-
gon:g, there was no escape from the moasure
which Mr., Chase supported. This policy
lu.tn(gI
whi

& means to the end, and Congress,
is the judge of the fact, having pro-
nounced it to be ‘‘necessary and proper,” it
clearly beoame lawful, because not prohibited
by the Constitution,
In bestowing the power to raise and sup-
rt armies, the means are not expressed, and
in raising the meéans the situation must be re-
garded. . Ohase, as Becretary of the Tron-
gury, was the best judge at the time; he
urged that the legal-tender measure was
pecessary and proper, and he induced Con-
gress to unite in declaring this fact, The
sole question which the court bhad to con-
sider, in view of the pressure of nniform
decisions made from the origin of the Gov-
ernment, was therefore this, whether the
measure was reasonably conduoive to the end
in view, and was unprohibited. There is no
frewnuo that it was prohibited, and it is clear,
rom the experience of England and of this
esountry, that, as a means, it is efficacious.
What would be the sitnation if we were
obliged to-day to conduet a new war with this
decision staring us in the face ?
The effact of the decision, if allowed to
stand, upon the future of the country, if it
shall unfortunately be involved in war, will
constitute its worst feature. The Supreme
Court of the United Slates strips the nation
of one of its means of warfare and defense,
and it should ba the polioy of the Govern-
ment to restore this essentinl power at the
firat opportunity, It was a great oversight to
leave fho oountry exXposed to this danger, in
the negleot to appoint yroper judges, consti-
tuted as the court ewi mti’y was, There
should be no mistake abont the complexion
of those now nominated. Judge Chase, of
all others, was relied upon to sustain on the
bench the measures resorted to in war {or the
pommon safety; but although the one in
auoul-ion execeded in no degree the constitu-
onal limits, and was not only necessary for
puoccess, but accomplished all” that was in-
tonded, it wonld wppear that some new light
had broken in upon him, leading in s differ-
ent direction. It is net too late to correct
this minstep if the Senate shall be willing to

Although the Iatter point did not arise in the
oase, what fell from the Oourt will no doubt
genorally be adépted. The contracts made
prior to the ack of Fobruary, 1802, now hald
to be payable in gold, are numerous, but their
enforcement will be snbject to the doubt
which prevails as to the future ecorstruotion
of the Court. Wa repoeat, therefors, that ne
duty is more imperative upon the body which
advises and consonts to appointments, thau
to be certain. that this neoessary power in war
ghall be restored to the Government, and that
the Court shall be conitrnoted on a plan
which, instend of being harmonious with
Kentuoky, shall discourage remnnl nmbition
snd be in atriet harmony with the loyalty of
the republic.

JURY DUTY.

It ia onsier to point ont an existing evil
than to prescribe a remedy. Jury trials in
some parts of the country have becomes a dis-
grace to onr system of jurisprudence. Most
of the judges trace this fact direotly to the
unwillingness of competent men to serve in
this eapacity, and Mayor Hall has prepared the
draft of & law exacting obedience to this
roquisition from every cilizen summoned to
the duty, under the severcst penalties, We
have not space to go over the whole ground
ot present, but we wish to submit a few sug-

estions bearing on this theme nas aids to
urther disoussion.

And first, the farces onacted in the jury
room, and especially in eriminal cases, to
which special reference has been made, have
not been attributable to the absence from the
list, as originally drawn, of all the intelligence
and virtue that exist in the community, nor
to the utter unwillingness of all this class of
citizens to sit upon the trial. The judges
have themselves to thank for that ntnp{d rule
of law which virtually excludes from the box
in such cases noarly every on of ordinary
intelligence, T'o have remy full report of
the crime for which the prisoner is to be tried,
to have formed any opinion, however vague
and indefinite, concerning his innoocsnce or
guilt, or to have a conscience that will not
allow the denial of these facts or impres-
sions when questioned, is to be excluded
from the select twelve who are fo render
the verdict. Who has not seon scores of
men of unusual intelligence and sound judg-
ment set aside, one after another, under the
application of this rule, and twelve persons
far below the average of the list, including
some of the rarest dunces in the community,
ultimately sworn in as triers of the case,
simply because they knew nothing of the
facts and bad formed mo opinion? When
gentlemen of intelligonce and high character
are mixed in with others in the box, it is
usually beonuse of their absence from home
when the crime was committed or of themr
extrnordinary absorption in other business
while the excitement was flarcest and the topio
was publicly discussed. Not until this rule of
law 18 modified can there well be twelve intel-
ligent and impartial men selocted for the jury
trial of an important case. Often the entire
panel, including hundreds of unexceptional
citizens, is exhausted before the suitable dozen
¢an be found tomatch the absurd requirement.

But again, and more briefly: the large list
of exceptions from jary duty leaves the bur-
den to fall unequally upon the community.
Not only firemen and militiamen who have
served their term, but some whole profes-
gions, are exempt. It is all very well for
lawyers, not one of whom is ever summoned
as & juror, to censure other citizens for seek-
ing to evade this service, but how would they
like it in their own case? We think there
isn't one who wonld not twist as many ways
aa an antive morchans e ollier man busi-
ness does to evade this vuwelcome oall; ::(l'l
yet, notwithstanding all that has been arged
on that side, there is no sufficient reason why
lavars should be wholly excused.

e long ago described the difficulty, and
suggested soveral methods of relief. It is
perfeotly absurd to ask an active business
man, whose time is not only money to him,
but whose constant attention to his own con-
cerns is absolutely necessary to his suoccess,
to leave his own pursuit at his own cost to
settle other peoples’' differences, especially
when the latter, as often happens, involve a
much less amount than he will lose by this
cal. We would allow all civil suits to be
tried before a‘gndgo alone in every case where
neither party demanded a jury. This would
strike out the call for such service from three-
fourths, if not nine-tenths, of the civil cases on
the calendar. There are few disputes in which
both parties and their lawyers would not
rather leave the decision to the bench than to
the jury box. In the remaining cases let any
party demanding a jury be compelled to give
security for the payment of a sum sufficient
to furnish ample remuneration to those who
may be compelled to give their valuable time
to the tusk,

We would extend the same principle to
criminal cases, allowing all those to go before
the court without a jury who might so elect,
reserving to every person charged with orime
the right to a trial by his peers upon his de-
mand, the public purse to pay the jurors a
handsome price for the service. We wounld
add to this the repeal of the absurd rule under
which challenges for canse are now preferred,
allowing, except the limited peremplory pri-
vilege, every man to be sworn who is not
too biased to render nn impartial verdiet. If
these reforms were effected, the remaining
duties would be light. We would then com-
pel every man of every profession to serve
when summoned, unless he eould show a rea-
sonable personal excnse, and to shut off re-
peaters, who might wish to earn the liberal
pn{ provided, forbid any man from serving
oftener than once in three years, The duty
would then be less irksome, and being rea-
sonably compensated, the exaction would not
be a8 oppressive as it manifestly is at present.

The 16th of August lasy
year ‘was the centenary of Napoleon. The 15th
of August next year will be the ocente of

Bir Walter Bcots. There is a felicity in the
intercalation belween these two famons

dates of the semi-centenary of Susan B. An-
thony. has in common with
both these famous men, was the
armed poldier of dem . Bir Walter

wrote fiotion, DMiss Anthony's battlos have
been bloodless, albeit not windless, and her
sole and suffigient p;:xrly is in the terrors of
her front and the justioe of her cause. But
if she haa mof written professed fiotion, her
admirers may justly olaim for her thatshe

has idenlized fach, T4 was the boast of Bona-
parte that he could oarry on war whan his
treasury was cmpty and his armiy devoid even
of wslookings. Misa Anthony hsa naver
wufferod this latter privation. The stook-
ings—that blue, that familiar, that walls
worn pair—have been always with her,
snd have been to  her party s
was the white rose to the house of York and
the red rose to the house of Lanosster—for a
badge as well as for a decoration. But she
has carried on more campaigus upon loss
onapital than ever did Napoleon or any other
commander of whom record has besh pre-
sorved. She mounted ber hobby when it
wan, go to spenk, but a wild ass' colt, crop-
ping grasses from the green wildernesses of
the general female mind; and she has ridden
it Tar and fast, without rest and with infre.
quent forage, until it now has become a

aunt aud spavined spectre, fit to frighten
am gouls of men. And now she pauses under
the palm.-trees of Twenty-third sireet, and in.
vites us to pay tribute to her persistence and
to bait her boast.

Breathes there the man with soul so dead
that he will not deemn it a sweet boon to an-
awer such a call? The Anti-Slavery Sooclety,
even after it seemed to be made superfluons
by the abolition of slavery, required to be
sustained bf' the substance of its friends, and
issned requisitions on mankind for “‘chickens,
bolled preferred.” The Werld brought its
needs to light, and nrged the public to con-
tribute of its chickens. And shall the World
now be deaf to the plaint of Miss Anthony
which comes.to it, so to spealk, like the cry of
a pelioan in the wilderness and an owl that is
in the desert? Never! For wherens the fowls

which, at our instigation, were be-
stowed upon the Anii-Slavery Booisty
were but the chickens of charity,

the ocontributions which we bespeak for
the Revolution are the chickens of chivalry
a8 well, Miss Anthony is indeed, as the oo-
oasion shows, herself no chicken; neither is
she to be preferred in a “‘cold boiled" condi-
tion. But the advance of age upon her who
was already and from her youth up venerable
by her nustere virtne is only an additional
reason for liberality, And that she deserves
weoll of her country her efforts in behalf of
the sex which preponderates in it show, That
sex, indeed, owes her a debl of gratitude
which it is to be feared that it will never pay.
BShe has not only wrought and written to
deliver its members from the oppression of
centuries, but she has discovered to them that
that oppression existed. To form a party
for the redress of flagrant grievances iun
easy matter. But for Miss Anthony was re-
served a more arduous task, - It is not so
easy to foment rebellion and educe clamor
from half the human race, whose grievances
are not even sensible to thomsalves until an
Anthony arises to pvint them out. That she
has nocomplished this task is her high and
[:.\rulinr praise. And the nnselfishness of her

bors is as notable as their energy. She has
wagod war in behalf of her unhappy sisters
against the conjugal tyranny of which she, a
celibate, had never felt the yoke. Luther at-
tacked the celibacy of the priesthood. But
Luther married a nun, and his oritics would
not thenceforth be persuaded that he was
not therein plending his own cause rather
than the cause of absiract justice, But Miss
Anthony is greater than Luther, Miss An-
thony attacked an abuse from which she had
naver suffered—and from which, so long as it
shall take two to make a bargain, she can
never suffer—and awakened the attention of
the wives of America to wrongs which they
knew not, until she told them, that they en-
dured. She fought the kattlo of married wo-
men for legal equality with the hateful race
of men, when she already enjoyed that
equality,

ot 14, then, bring succor to Busan and
forward the Ievolulion. Let the men of
America elovate their vision beyond the nar-
row needs of their own gender and contribute
their money. Let the women of America
make haste to bring their cake, their work in
worsted, their pickles, and their “cold
chickens, boiled preferred.” And, in short,
in the langnage of the Laurcate, Let the
lnnd whose hearths she saved from shame
attest their dread commander's claim, their
ever-loyal iron leader's fame, with honor,

HOW MUCH DELONG IS BHORT.

Tho Hon. Charles E. Delong, of Oregon, is
our new Minister Resident at the Court of
Japan, at an annual of B7500 in gold.
Kunowing what we all do of the fierce scramble
for such places which precedes and attends
their dispensation, we are quite safe in as-
suming that he was not conseripted or other-
wise constrained to enter the diplomatic ser-
vice of his country. Yet Mr. Delong had
hardly reached Yeddo when he wrote back to
Becretary Fish that his psy must be hand-
somely increased or untold disasters are in-
evitable, It is imposasible for the American
Minister to have influence in Japan to com-
pete with the other foreign Ministers, if the
pogition is not made one of the first-class;”
snd be is kind enough to explain that the
British Minister at that court 1s paid #20,000
wer annum, beside no end of allowances. So
{m cannot be influential and useful unless he
is paid as bouutifully,

Ve protest against this dootrine, ‘We never
vet bheard that Bonjamin Franklin was over-
reached, outmanceuvred, or in any manner
pullified, at the Court of Versailles, by Lord
What's-his-name, who reprosented the British
King there during our doubiful struggle for
independence; yet the British lord's salary
was very much higher than the Yankee prin-
ters. If, then, Mr, Delong finds himself of
no uge in Japan without as muoch money as
Great Britain pays her envoy there, is it not
plain that he has mistaken his vocation, and
ought to pack his trunk and take an early
stenmer for Ban Francisco ?

But the triplication of his salary is but one
item in our Minister's deficiency bill. He
*‘nrges that a legation building, offices, eto.,
and a Mimster's residence, should be erected
there ut once,” with a guard of twenty.five
American soldiers to protect them, and a
man-of-war always in port subject to the
Minister's orders. Besides thess, be wants a
post office and jail at Yokohamas, and a post
office, jail. and hospijal at Yeddo. No one
can #ay that these edifices can be properly
ercoled and furnished for less than half a
million dollars, nor that the mission could be
‘run” according to Mr, Delong's ideas (in-
oluding the man-of-war) for less than a quar-
ter of 8 million per annum. Are we ready to
puy such a sum?  Might we not better resign
ourselves to go short of Delong?

Of course, our Minister is eager to bs set
u_]:'in the restaurant business. ® Hays that
“travallers are constantly pouring into Yeddo

and Yokohsma in their tours around the
world,” Well, let them tour, and let them

feast; who objects 7 It is not pretended that
they are on public service; if ¢ Oz wers, th
would take good care to securs t pay for
it. Why the sun shall the Treasury be
awn upon to feed these ¥ I it has
woney to spare for feeding an Y, wé in-

gist that owr people who stay at bome and

make farms, build houses, open minas, con-
strnot furnacor, And thns ndqn-o the mational
wenlth, shall have the first lick st it, in pre-
ference to these wandering lonfors,

But our trade with Japan is large and in-
oronsing, nrges Delong. Bo it is; and more's
the pity. 'T'he more we have of it the poorer
we grow, Japan floods us with her teas, hor
silks, her fragile, dainty wares which ‘‘perish
n the nsing, and drains us ~f oar silver in
payment, Woe nsed to rece..c at this port
from the Pacille const some fifty millions per
sunnm of the precions metals; we now re-
oeive very little, bocause China and Japsn
gobble up the Hon's share. The far East, with
its cheap labor and marvellons dextor‘ty. is
to-day “‘the sink of the precious metals," as
it was in Pliny's time. Individuals may be
enriched by this trade; but our coun is

orer to-day than if Japan had remained

ermetionlly sealed against ua, Henoe we hinve
a double aversion to Delong’s little bill.
It is immensely too steep, and the conside-
ration is of no value: “‘on the contrary, quite
tha reverse.”

Delong’s matteris of consequence as illus-
trating a prevalent tendency. All the rest of
the horse-loech’s davghters sing the same
song. It is ‘‘more” here, ‘‘more” there,
“more” everywhere, First, to got into offics,
if it has to be made on purpose; next, to get
an increase of its emoluments, is the general
aspiration, We entreat Congress to set its
fuce like a flint agninst every such sppeal.

BECRETARY FISH'S BOLDEST UBURPA-
TION.

On Tuesday last Mr, Avthur Folsom, Con-
sul at this city for the Provisional Govern-
ment of Hayti, had an interview at Washing-
ton with Secretary Fish, He had been de-
puted by his Government to make known to
the Government of the United Statea the
change of government and restoration of
peace in Hayti, and to sequaint Mr. Fish of
the desire of the Provisional Government
to continue to be on friendly terms with the
United States. Mr. Fish said that he was
bappy to receive the deputation, and to learn
that such were the sentiments of the Govern-
ment which they represented, but he desired
to be informed npon a subject on which he
had received official information, relative to
the fitting out of war steamers by their Gov-
ernment, which he had been assured were in-
tended for the purpose of aiding the Cabral
party in their designs against President Baez
of Ban Domingo, although he trusted that he
had been misinformed, ss he had informed
their authorities of the protectorate assumed
by the United States over the Governmont of
FPresident Baez.

So! it is not enongh that Mr, Fish should,
without the shadow of authority of Congress,
mwake alease of the Bay of Snmana at $150,000
a year in pi::ld , and pay the first year's rent in
advance, but he must go on and make a
secrel treaty of alliance, offensive and de-
fensive, with the Baez Government! The
Senate has very properly rebnked Mr. Beward’s
presumption in purchasing the island of St.
Thomas withont consulting them. What will
they do about this usurpstion of their greater
prerogative by Mr., Fish?

One thing is certain—the President cannot
with impunity much longer permit the mem-
bers of ll):..ila COanbinet to trifle with the public
interests ss they are doing. Porter-Role-
son's mismanagenment of the Navy Dapart-
ment is bad; Webster-Sumner-Fish's treat-
went of Cuba is worse; but this unautho.
rized protectorate over one of the two fac-
tions contending for power in 8t. Domingo is
atrocions. Congress and the country ought
to demand Mr. Fish's resignation at once,
and enforce the demand by all the means in
their power.
